The use of a confidential infor- 
mant and dealing with a chronic 
illness was the focus of an argu- 
ment seeking to dismiss marijua- 
na dealing charges against a for- 
mer Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy. 

46th Circuit Court Judge 
Janet M. Allen, after a two and 
half hour hearing on Monday, 
denied a motion to dismiss two 
counts of controlled substance- 
delivery/manufacture marijuana 
for William John Bonkowski I. 

Bonkowski worked as a 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputy between September 
1996 and December 2006. He 
retired from his position due to 
medical issues. 

Bonkowski was a school fiai- 
son officer during his tenure with 
the sheriffs department, 
assigned to the AuSable Primary 
School and the Grayling 
Elementary School from 2001 to 
2004. Part of his duties as the 
school officer included teaching 
the DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) program 
to children. 

Bonkowski was arrested in 
February as part of a drug round 
up ‘conducted ‘by the Strike 
Investigative Narcotics Group 
(STING) and. Crawford County 
Sheriff's Deputies. 

James Hunt, a Traverse City 
defense attorney representing 
Bonkowski, argued that police 


used impermissible conduct in 
order to arrest the former officer, 
Specifically, Hunt said that 
police used a confidential infor: 
mant, who Bonkowski knew had 
been dealing with ongoing bat- 
tles with cancer, to entice an oth- 
erwise law-abiding citizen to 
commit a crime. The Crawford 
County Avalanche has chosen 
not to identify the informant; 
who testified during Monday’s 
court hearing. 

Bonkowski, who also testified 
at the hearing Monday, was born 
with polycystic kidney disease, 
which caused cysts to form or 
his kidneys. Both of his kidneys 
have been removed and he 
undergoes dialysis three times a 
week, Bonkowski has also 
undergone two surgeries to 
repair his heart. 

Bonkowski said he started 
smoking marijuana late last year 
after learning it was used for 
medicinal purposes legally in 
California. He said he discussed 
using marijuana with his doctor 
and opted to go that route to deal 
with excessive weight loss, lack 
of appetite and depression. 

Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss asked Allen to compel 
Bonkowski to reveal the supplier 
of the marijuana, saying he could 
not invoke his Fifth Amendment . 
constitutional right from self 
incrimination. 

“He can’t pick and choose,”

According to statistics pub- 
lished by the Michigan 
Department of Labor & 
Economic Growth (DLEG), 
Crawford County was ranked 
number 49 out of 83 states for 
unemployment in August. The 
unemployment rate was 8.9 per- 
cent. 

Mackinac County had the low- 
est unemployment rate at 4.5 per- 
cent. At 12.5 percent, Baraga 
county was the highest. 

These numbers represent a 
seasonal decline in unemploy- 
ment rates.

the charge until Feb. 25, 2008, 
just days before Bonkowski was 
arrested, The informant-was also 
given a plea agreement to a mis- 
denieanor use or possession’ of 


‘marijuana charge, his sentence 


was deferred and the charge will 
ultimately be dropped if he meets 
the conditions of his probation. 

Bonkowski said that he only 
agreed to meet and sell the 
informant marijuana due to his 
medical issues. 

“IT was assuming that he was 
using to relieve the symptoms,” 
Bonkowski said. “He had come 
over and I decided I would help 
him out.” — 
~ Bonkowski said he was 
shocked by the informant's 
appearance when he came to his 
house. 

‘T felt sorry for him,” 
Bonkowski said, “Apparently, he 
was sick as I was, I thought, or 
worse,” 

Bonkowski said the marijuana 
he sold the informant was for his 
personal use. Authorities argue 
that a note found in Bonkowski’s 
bedroom, containing prices and 
different amounts. of marijuana, 
indicate he was involved in deal- 
ing on a larger scale. 

Huss and STING officers 


argued that police did not know 
‘that the informant had arranged 


the deal to buy marijuana from 
until after the 
atrangements for the buy were 


made, 

“When I was told it was Bill 
Bonkowski, my jaw hit the 
floor,” said Deputy Ryan 
Finstrom, a Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy assigned to the 
STING unit who worked with 
Bonkowski 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Finstrom said he knew that the 
informant had health issues and 
had been dealing with other 
problems. 

Finstrom said the lapse in time

It is unfortunate that Grayling 
Charter Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright is unwilling to 
work with his board and resolve 
the outstanding issue of fire pro- 
tection services for the township. 
For under $150,000 a year, the 
Township can sign a 10 year 
agreement with the City of 
Grayling, as they have since 
1974, and receive excellent ser- 
vice for its residents. 

Now, I hear Supervisor 
Wright wants to create a special 
assessment district and levy two 
mills for a township operated, 
full-time staffed fire depart- 
ment. Two mills will raise 
$400,000 and, with the current 
contribution, this will give Mr. 
Wright $550,000 to run his fire 
department. The problem is 12 
FTE firefighters will cost over 
$600,000 per year. Then, you 
have to pay for supplies, train- 
ing, equipment, utilities and debt 
services, not to mention building 
one or two fire halls. It sounds 
like Mr. Wright wants a million 
dollar fire department, but he is 


very short on funding. How will 


‘the balance be paid for? 


Through $500 to $1000 fire run 
charges to fire victims, The 
township only levies one mill to 
run its current operations. 

Our township elected officials 
have to impose their will on Mr. 
Wright before this problem gets 
totally out of hand, Our area will 
not be better served with a split 
fire department and we cannot 
afford to go it on our own. 

Mr. Wright led the charge and 
filed a suit in Circuit Court to 
divide the fire department and 
split the assets, The costly case 
is still ongoing and needs to be 
withdrawn.

Tread with great interest the 
letter about taxes, “Let’s talk 
taxes, Mr. Wright,” by Cheryll 
Ruley in the Oct. 9 edition of the 


- Avalanche. She apparently does- 


n’t know the law. 

Several years ago, many of us 
statewide voted into law 
Proposal A which raised our 
sales tax to six percent, capped 
taxable values on property and 
reduced the ability of schools to 
raise operational funds through 
millage elections. Schools were 
to be funded on a per student 
basis to start to equalize the 
money per student of poor dis- 
tricts like ours with richer ones. 
Let’s say the rest is history. We 
are still paying six percent, the 
taxable values are still capped 
and schools are still not equally 
funded. 

The part of Proposal A that 
Mrs. Ruley doesn’t understand 
is that the law says that taxable 
values will raise five percent or 
the inflation rate, whichever is 
the least. This will happen every 


year no matter what the assess- 
ments are. The only time taxes 


‘will go up based on assessments 


is when a property is sold and 
then it will become uncapped 
and will be taxed at the assessed 
value. 

In her letter, Mrs. Ruley com- 
mented on the salary and benefit 
package of the treasurer. As I 
recall, she was defeated in the 
August primary as a candidate 
for treasurer. If she had won the 
election, would she be making 
the same comments on this 
package? To say that the town- 
ship is raising taxes to “fund the 
pay, medical benefits and retire- 
ment plans of the supervisor, 
clerk and treasurer” is a ridicu- 
lous statement.

Being the Equalization 
Director for Crawford County, I 
feel it is my responsibility to 
respond, in part, to Mrs. Ruley’s 
comments in last week’s paper.

does not simply take a “stroke of . 


the assessor’s pen” to raise the 
taxable value for a parcel of 
property. The taxable value can 
only increase from one year to 
the next by the consumer’s price 
index (CPI) or five percent, 
whichever is less. The only way 
the taxable value may increase 
beyond the CPI is when there 
was an improvement not includ- 
ed in the previous assessment or 
the parcel of property transferred 
ownership. The CPI is dictated 
to us by Lansing. ‘There is a 
State Tax Commission bulletin 
located on the internet that may 
help explain how it is derived:

ments/treasury/Bulletin 1 2Inflati 
onRate08_214821_7.pdf. 

The taxable value of a proper- 
ty will always try to catch up to 
the state equalized value (SEV) 
in our present property tax sys- 
tem. Yes, it is true, the SEV can 
decrease while the taxable value 
increases trying to become the 
SEV’s equal. I realize this is a 
very difficult concept for many 
people to understand. 
Unfortunately, this is the way 
our state legislators and policy 
makers in Lansing implemented 
Proposal A after it was passed by 
a vote of the people back in 
1994,

As the weather cools and you 
begin sealing up drafty doors and 
windows in preparation for win- 
ter, now is a good time to think 
about the quality of the air inside 
your home. Has your home been 
tested for radon? If not, you have 
no way of knowing whether you 
are being exposed to elevated 
levels of radon, a class A carcino- 
gen, right in the “safety” of your 
own home. 

Radon is a naturally occurring 
radioactive gas that comes from 
deposits of uranium in soil and 
rock, The gas is harmlessly dis- 
persed into outdoor air, but when 
trapped in buildings it can be 
toxic to humans. Elevated levels 
of radon have been found in 
homes in every state in the U.S. 
The USS. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) esti- 
mates this may be as many as one 
in 15 homes. . 

Without testing, you will never 
know whether radon is present. 
You cannot see or smell radon, 
but it can be inhaled into the 
lungs where it undergoes 
radioactive decay. As it decays, it 
releases tiny bursts of energy 
called alpha particles, which can 
harm sensitive lung tissue and 
cause damage that can lead to 
lung cancer. 

Nearly everyone knows that 
smoking is the number one cause 
of lung cancer, but most people 
are surprised to learn that radon 
exposure is number two, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Surgeon General. 
And, even though radon expo- 
sure does not cause immediate 
symptoms, many studies have 
proven that long-term exposure 
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mates that radon causes aoprent: 
mately 15,000 lung cancer 
deaths each year. i 

If radon is present in soil or 
rocks underneath and around 
your house, it can seep in 
through cracks or joints in the 
foundation, floors, walls, doors, 
windows and openings around 
floor drains and pipes. Radon 
levels inside your home may be 
high regardless of whether you 
have a basement, a crawl space 
or a poured slab beneath your 
house. Radon levels can vary 
considerably from house to 
house, even on the same street. + 

The good news is that home- 
owners can test their. levels df 
radon and can take action to 
reduce elevated levels, Radon 
test kits are easy to use. You sim- 
ply open the package, place: the 
tester in the lowest level of your 
home and wait the number of 
days recommended in the kit 
directions. When the test is com- 
plete, you seal the kit back in the 
package and mail it to the lab. 

Test results will be mailed to 
you, along with information 
about what to do if the radon lev- 
els in your home are found to be 
higher than what. is consideretl 
safe. A variety of methods may 
be used to reduce radon levels. 
These include sealing cracks and 
other openings in the foundation 
and installing ventilation sys 
tems.

Mobile Medical Response 
employees were being asked to 
volunteer to go and assist in 
disaster relief efforts on Aug. 
29, while she was in the middle 
of a 24-hour ambulance shift. 
DeMara, who lives in Frederic, 
had just a few hours to pack 
clothes and gear she would 
need and make arrangements 
for her horses, her two dogs, 
her cat and her rabbit to be fed. 
She also arranged for her 
‘daughter, Danielle Cinciala, 
age 10, to stay with her grand- 
‘parents Nancy and Bob 
Cinciala in Grayling. 

’ “She was kind of shell 
shocked when I called . her.” 
DeMara said about the urgent 
phone conversation she had 
with Nancy Cinciala before her 
departure to Saginaw to join 
the other emergency respon- 
ders. 

. At first, Mobile Medical 
Response employees helped 
hospital and nursing home 
patients in Gulf Port, Miss., in 
the path of Hurricane Gustav 
get to safe quarters. Many of 
‘the patients were critical care 
patients and people on life sup- 
port equipment or ventilators. 
“That kind of put us on the 
map with FEMA, because we 
were one of the few groups that 
could carry people with that 
‘magnitude of health problems 
just by the equipment we carry 
on our ambulances,” she said. 

. Patient records and some 
belongings were transported in 
the ambulances and a doctor 
joined the convoy of ambu- 
lances and buses in case he was 
needed.” 

“It was just pretty much pick 
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up and go,” she said. 

Hurricane Gustav caused $15 
billion in damage and claimed 
the lives of 138 people in the 
United States and the 
Caribbean. After riding out the 
wind and the rain, some 
patients went back to their ini- 
tial homes, while others had 
their homes destroyed by the 
hurricane. 

Initially, the Mobile Medical 
Response team said they were 
going to be gone for seven to 
10 days. 

Instead of returning home, 
the crew went to Texas to help 
prepare for Hurricane Ike and 
handle that hurricane’s after- 
math. Mobile Medical 
Response’s Disaster Assistance 
Response Team Trailer, which 
functions as a mobile emer- 
gency room, was brought to 
Texas to help with the efforts. 

‘DeMara said a large number 
of medical and emergency 
response workers were treated 
for injuries and dehydration. 

DeMara said the team assist- 
ed an EMS operation in 
Liberty, Texas, helping them 
handie 911 calls. They also 
assisted with distributing 


, water, ice and military meals 


ready to eat to hurricane 
refugees. 

While helping at a hospital 
on Galveston Island with emer- 
gency room efforts and patient 
transports, DeMara said she 
witnessed most of the damage 
done by Hurricane Ike. The 
hurricane killed 72 people in 
the United States and caused 
$27 billion in damage. 

“There were boats on the 
highway, boats on their sides, 
boats that were on top of each 
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other and boats that were half 
sunken,” she said. “It was ugly. 
Until you see it, you can’t fath- 
om what it was like. Homes 
that people lived in were just 
rubble.” 

DeMara said police and 
National Guard troops carried 
rifles to deter looting and cur- 
fews were imposed while there 
was no electricity. 

“They were trying to keep 
the peace and trying to keep 
total havoc from breaking out,” 
she said, 

DeMara said that emergency 
crews were focused on day-to- 
day operations and were told 
not to let family members 


know they were returning until 


they were decommissioned and 
well on their way home. 

She said an EMS operation 
in Beaumont, Texas, which 
employed 10 people who lost 
their homes in the hurricane, 
treated Mobile Medical 
Response employees to a bar- 
beque as they were preparing 
for their trip home. A friend of 
an MMR employee works for 
the ambulance service. 

“Even though we couldn’t 
help them, they appreciated 
what we did for the rest of 
Texas,” she said. 

DeMara talked to her family 
daily and Danielle was given 
her own cell phone in order to 
keep in contact with her moth- 
er. Danielle had some anxious 
moments and some moments of 
boredom while her mother was 
gone, but appreciated that she 
was in a group of people help- 
ing hurricane victims. 

“I’m proud of her because 
there were a lot of people that 
needed help and she was able 
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to help them,” she said. 
DeMara said that seeing the 
devastation from the hurricanes 
and being able to help hurti- 
cane victims made her appreci- 
ate life and home a little more. 


DeMara missed the start of the’ 


school year and most of 
Danielle’s games as a Grayling 
Redskins cheerleader. 

“Overall, it makes you appre- 
ciated what you’ve got,” she 
said. “Overnight, a lot of peo- 
ple lost their homes, their 
belongings and a lot of them 
lost their pets.” 

Danielle was one of few chil- 
dren who participated in a 
homecoming celebration when 
the group of Mobile Medical 
Response employees returned 
to the company’s headquarters 
in Saginaw. 

“She was jumping up and 
down like a jumping bean, 
looking to see what ambulance 
I was in, and of course, I was in 
the last one,” DeMara said. 

Matt Holtcamp, the director 
of operations for Mobile 
Medical Response, said the 
deployment was one of the 
largest request for public 
ambulance services in U.S. his- 
tory. 

“They moved a lot of people, 
a lot of patients and they cer- 
tainly got on the stick on this 
one,” Holtcamp said. 

Holtcamp said that employ- 
ees for the company, which 
operates in nine counties in 
mid-Michigan, filled open 
shifts for the people who went 
to Mississippi and Texas. 

“Everybody played a roll in 
this deployment and in making 
it a success,” he said.

Paul Wheeler has been shoot- 
ing a lot of people.

“I realized it was in the public 
domain, so | could use the story,” 
said Wheeler. 

Parts of Sledge to 
Vyborgskaya, based on “Misery,” 
were filmed at Wellington Farm 
Park. 

“We've been trying to put the 
movies in some kind of historical 
jocation,” said Wheeler.

Guay has a handful of regular 
supporters, but she said she is 
always looking for more finan- 
cial help. She goes through over 
100 pounds of cat litter a week. 
The cost of food and medicine 
adds up quickly. 

“I don’t get a lot of funds from 
anyone,’ said Guay. 

In addition to donations, Guay 
is always on the lookout for peo- 
ple interested in adopting cats. 
She posts most of her cats on 
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petfinder.com and similar web 
sites in hopes that the adoption 
rate will increase. : 

“If T could get one a month I 
would be thrilled,” said Guay. 

Someone drove all the way up 
from Flint to adopt a cat that had 
been posted online at the begin- 
ning of this week. Even the cats’ 
that she brings in from the wild 
are generally highly domesticat- 
ed, : 

“Tt will have to be their home 
forever if no one takes them,” 
said Guay. 

Adoptions make room for new 
cats in the haven. People often . 
have stray or unwanted cats that 
they would like to bring to the 
haven, but it is impossible for 
Guay to accept new cats when it 
is filled to capacity. 

“I turned down three this last 
week,” said Guay. 

Nonetheless, Guay is always 
looking for ways to make more 
room. She has plans to erect a 
large outdoor facility in addition 
to the chambers in her basement 
and on her porch. 

“| don’t want them in a cage,” 
said Guay. 

This represents another huge 
step for a person who only 
owned two cats before she start- 
ed this project, 

Nonetheless, Guay believes

System lands in Oscoda and Crawford Counties, Michigan. The proposed actions would occur within

The proposed actions of the Big Chase KW and Hazardous Fuels Removal Project are as follows: 
1. Harvest by clearcutting approximately 1277 acres; 813 acres of jack pine in two areas to create KW 
breeding habitat; 388 acres in three areas to create barrens; 65 acres in one area to create an open- 
ing; and 11 acres in one area to regenerate aspen. 
2. Thin approximately 965 acres of red pine in approximately 20 areas to improve growth on remain- 


ing trees, reduce hazardous fuels, and restore old growth conditions. 


3. Maintain approximately 448 acres of barrens in three areas through prescribed burning and/or 


mechanical or manual treatments. 


4. Construct approximately 2 miles of temporary roads and associated landings to remove forest prod- 
ucts. These roads and landings would be closed ang rehabilitated when harvest activities are com- 


pleted. 


5. Reforest approximately 813 acres of clearcut to jack pine where necessary to create KW breeding 
habitat; recontour and reforest approximately 47 acres of the Chase Bridge Gravel Pit to jack or red 
pine; reforest approximately a one-acre abandoned well pad; reforest approximately 0.5 acre erosion 
site to white pine on the South Branch Au Sable River. 
6. Reduce hazardous fuels and improve wildlife habitat by prescribed burning approximately 1268 


acres. 


7. Create and maintain approximately 193 acres of fuelbreaks through timber harvest, mechanical or 
manual cutting, and prescribed burning. Approximately 50 acres would be removed from KW essential 
habitat designation to create the fuelbreaks. 
8. Maintain approximately 16 acres of existing fuelbreaks by cutting encroaching woody vegetation by 
mechanical or manual treatments. All fuel breaks wouid be maintained by prescribed burning, mechan- 


ical or manual treatments. 


9. Create and maintain approximately 8 acres of opening, and improve approximately 110 acres of 
existing forest openings for wildlife. Treatments include cutting encroaching vegetation by mechanical 
or manual means, or prescribed burning. 
10. Contro! or eradicate non-native invasive plant species (NNIS) within the Project area (approxi- 
mately 2934 acres) where necessary and appropriate. NNIS would be treated with herbicides, niolog: 
ical controls, mechanical or manual means. 
11, Stabilize a 0.5-acre eroding bank on the South Branch of the Au Sable River. 

12. Pick up trash and close roads and trails at the Chase Bridge Gravel Pit. 

13, Enlarge and improve the parking area at the Meridian ORV Trailhead off M-72 (approximately 3 


acres). 


14. Enlarge and improve the parking area at Wakeley Lake off M-72 (approximately 1.5-acre). 
15. Remove and dispose of discarded materials in the South Branch barrens area.
